Amend tlie Law of Charitable Donations and Be- 
quests in Ireland. 

'HEBEAS it is expedient to amend an Act passed in the 
Session lielcl in tlie Seventh and Eighth Years of the 
Reign of Her present Majesty, intituled “ An Act for 
“ the more effectual Application of Charitable Donations and 
5 “ Bequests in Ireland 

Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the Authority of the same, as follows : 

10 1. The said “ Act for the more effectual Application of Charitable 

“ Donations and Bequests in Ireland, 1844, ”>nd this Act, shall 
be construed together as One Act, and any of the Provisions of the 
said Act inconsistent with this Act are hereby repealed : Provided, 
that the Expression “ the Commissioners ” in this Act shall mean 
15 ct the Commissioners of Charitable Donations and Bequests for 
Ireland.” 

2. The Commissioners shall receive and consider all Applications 
which may be made to them by any Trustee or other Person 
[Bill 49.] A having 
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for .their haying any Concern in the Management or Administration of any 
Opinion or Qharity for their Opinion, Advice, or Direction respecting such 
l6 d &l7Vict. Charity, or the Management or Administration thereof, or the 
c. 137. s. 16 . Estate", Funds, Property, or Income thereof, or the Application 
thereof, or any Question or Dispute relating to the same respec- 5 
tivelv, and, if they so think fit, may, upon any such Application, 
give" such Opinion or Advice as they may think expedient, 
subject to any judicial Order or Direction which may be sub- 
sequently made or given by any competent Court or Judge, and 
such Opinion or Advice shall bo in Writing signed by or 10 

Persons more of the said Commissioners; and every Trustee and other 
acting on Person who shall act upon or in accordance with the Opinion or 
Bolidtobe Advice given by the said Board shall, in respect of so acting, be 
indemnified, deemed and taken, so far as respects his own Responsibility, to 

have acted in accordance with his Trust; and no such judicial 15 
Order or Direction subsequently made or given by any Court or 
Judge shall have any such retrospective Effect as to interfere with 
or impair the Indemnity by this Act given to Trustees and other 
Persons who have acted upon or in accordance with such Opinion 
or Advice of the Commissioners: Provided always, that nothing 20 
herein contained shall extend to indemnify any Trustee or other 
Person for any Act done in accordance with the Opinion or Advice 
of the Commissioners, if such Trustee or other Person has been 
guilty of any Fraud or wilful Concealment or Misrepresentation in 
obtaining such Opinion or Advice. 25

Commissioners, after such Inquiry in relation thereto as they may 
deem requisite, or otherwise, that such Proposal, with or without 40 
any Modification, is .fit and proper, and for the Benefit of the 
Charity, it shall be lawful for the Commissioners to make such Order 
for and in relation to such Compromise or Adjustment as they may 
think fit ; and the Commissioners may in like Manner make such 

Compromise 
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Compromise of any Claim, Demand, or Cause of Suit, by or against 
them, in respect of any Property of which they are Trustees or 
Managers ; and upon the due Performance of the Terms and Con- 
ditions of such Compromise or Adjustment as aforesaid such Agree- 
5 xnont shall be a final Bar to all Actions, Suits, Claims, or Demands, 
by or on behalf of the Charity concerned therein, in respect of the 
Cause of Action, Suit, or Matter in respect to which such Com- 
promise or Adjustment shall have been made. 

4 . Before any Suit, Petition, or other Proceeding (not being an 
10 Application in any Suit or Matter actually pending) for obtaining 

any Relief, Order, or Direction concerning or relating to any 
Charity, or the Estate, Eunds, Property, or Income thereof, shall 
be commenced, presented, or taken by any Person other than Her 
Majesty’s Attorney General, there shall be transmitted by such 
15 Person to the Commissioners Notice in Writing of such proposed 
Suit, Petition, or Proceeding, and such Statement, Information, 
or Particulars as may he requisite or proper, or may be required 
from Time to Time by the Commissioners, for explaining the 
Nature and Objects thereof : Provided always, that nothing lierein- 
20 before contained shall make any Decree, Judgment, Order, or 
Direction in any Suit, Petition, or Proceedings in which the said 
Commissioners have not been made Parties binding and final as 
against the said Commissioners. 

5 . In any Case in which it shall appear to the Commissioners 
25 that the Institution of legal Proceedings is requisite or desirable 

with respect to any Charity, or the Estates, Eunds, Property, or 
Affairs thereof, the Commissioners may authorize or direct such 
Proceedings to be instituted, and give such Directions in relation 
thereto as they may think proper, and thereupon such Proceedings 
30 may be instituted accordingly without any such previous Notice in 
Writing as herein-before directed ; and if it shall appear desirable 
that any such Proceedings should be instituted by the Attorney 
General, it shall be lawful for the Commissioners, if they so t hink 
fit, to certify such Case, in Writing under the Hand of the 
35 Secretary of the Commissioners, to Her Majesty’s Attorney General, 
together with such Statements and Particulars as in the Opinion 
of the Commissioners may be requisite or proper for the Explana- 
tion of such Case; and thereupon the said Attorney General, if 
upon Consideration of the Circumstances he thinks fit, shall iiisti- 
40 tute and prosecute such legal Proceedings as he shah consider 
requisite or proper under the Circumstances of the Case.

Commis- 6 . Whenever any Charitable Bequest (not exceeding in Amount 
«u°eby Cml ® um Fifty Bounds), or any annual Sum or Bentcliargc (not 
Bill for exceeding in Amount the Sum of Twenty Bounds), payable to the 
Bequests 1 * 3 Commissioners or other the Trustee or Trustees of any Charity, 
not exceed- shall remain unpaid for the Space of Thirty-one Bays next after 5 
for Arrears same shall be due, it shall be lawful for the Commissioners, or 
of Annuities for the said Trustee or Trustees, with the Sanction of the Commis- 
sioners, to recover the same by Civil Bill, in the Court of proper 
Jurisdiction, against the Person or Persons who shall be liable to 
pay the same. 10 
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7. Whenever any Charitable Bonation or Bequest not exceeding 
in Amount the Sum of One hundred Bounds, or the Income of 
any Charity the gross annual Value of which shall not exceed Ten 
Bounds, shall be vested in any Trustee or Trustees, or shall have 
been recovered by or shall he in any other Manner vested in the 15 
Commissioners, and that it shall be found inexpedient, unlawful, 
or impracticable to apply the same according to the Birection or 
Intention of the Bonor or Donors, it shall bo lawful for such 
Trustee or Trustees, with the Consent in Writing of the Commis- 
sioners, and for the Commissioners, to apply the same to such 20 
charitable and pious Purposes as they shall judge to be nearest 
and most conformable to the Directions and Intentions of the Bonor 
or Bonors : Provided always, that the Commissioners may grant 
or withhold such Consent as they may think fit.

g and it shall be lawful for the Court to hear such Petition in a 
summary Way, and upon Affidavits, or such other Evidence as shall 
be produced upon such Hearing, to determine the same and give 
Judgment thereon, and to settle and approve of the said Scheme 
with or without Variation, or to settle, approve, of, and appoint 
10 some other Scheme for such Purpose; and such Judgment shall 
bind all such Persons as the Court shall direct, and in default of 
such Direction then shall hind the Trustee or Trustees or the 
Commissioners who have presented the Petition. 



9. It shall he lawful for any Person entitled to any present or 
j 5 future Interest in any Pund, whether consisting of Govern- 
ment Stock or Annuities, Stock or Shares in any public Com- 
pany, or Monies invested on any other Security, by Deed duly 
executed, and with the Consent in Writing of the Commissioners 
previously obtained, or by Will or Codicil, to assign or bequeath 
20 his Interest in such Pund, or in any Part thereof, to tlie Commis- 
sioners in trust for any such charitable or pious Purposes as he may 
direct ; provided that the Commissioners shall not he bound to 
accept of any such Bequest ; and it shall also he lawful for any 
Person in whom any Pond shall be vested in trust for any chari- 
25 table or pious Purpose, with the Consent in Writing of tlie Com- 
missioners, to transfer to them all or any Part of such Fund to he 
held by them for the Purpose aforesaid; and the Fund so assigned, 
bequeathed, and accepted or transferred, as the Case may be, shah 
thenceforth be held by the Commissioners upon and for the Trusts 
30 and Purposes upon and for which the same respectively snail have 
been assigned, bequeathed, or transferred, or such of the same 
Trusts and Purposes as shall for the Time being be subsisting or 
capable of taking effect. 



10. It shall he lawful for any Trustees or other Persons having 
35 the Custody of any Deeds or Muniments of or relating' to any 
Charity to deposit the same for Security in a Repository which may 
he provided by tlie Commissioners, subject to any Regulations to he 
made by the Commissioners under this Act. 



11 When, under the Provisions of any Deed, Will, or other 
43 Instrument, any Pund, whether consisting of Government Smck 
or Annuities, Stock or Shares in any public Company, or Homes 
invested on any other Security, shall he held by any Person or

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by Trustees Persons upon trust, after the Determination of or subject to any 
held™? prior Life or other limited Interest or Interests, for any charitable 
charitable or pious Purposes, such Trustee or Trustees shall, before they shall

Transposition without the Leave of the Court of Chancery to be 
obtained as herein-after directed ; and it shall thereupon be lawful 15 
for the said Trustee or Trustees to apply to the Court of Chancery, 
by Petition in a summary Way, for the Opinion of the Court as to 
the Propriety of such Variation, Alteration, or Transposition, and 
the said Trustee or Trustees shall give Notice of such Application 
to the Commissioners, and to any other Persons whom the Court 20 
may direct, and the Court may thereupon make such Order as shall 
seem just, which Order shall be binding on said Trustee, Trustees, 
and Commissioners, as to the Propriety of such Variation, Altera- 
tion, or Transposition, and the said CorXrt shall have Power to make 
such Order as to the Costs of such Proceeding, and the Fund out 25 
of which the same shall be paid, as shall seem fit.

21. No Matter or Thing done by the Commissioners or by any 
Commissioner, or by any Officer or Person whomsoever acting 
under the Directions of the Commissioners, shall, if the same is 
done bona fide for the Purpose of executing this Act, subject them, 
him, or any of them personally to any Action, Liability, Claim, or 30 
Demand whatsoever ; and any Costs or Expenses incurred by them, 
him, or any of them in the Management or for the Preservation 

or Recovery of any Property vested in the Commissioners, or 
otherwise in the Execution of this Act, shall be borne by and 
deducted by the Commissioners from the Estate and Punds of the 36 
Charity in respect of which the said Costs and Expenses were 
incurred.
